Notes in Etymology 


An article on “The Language of Horse 
Racing.” by G. Clark Cummings. appears 
in the February issue of the scholarly 
quarterly magazine American Speech. It 
is not concerned with slang or cliche. but 
rather gives attention to the fundamental 
language of the sport. for instance. the 
terms blood-horse, cold-blood, maiden, 
breeze, ete.. and the special usage of half 
brother. The articles thorough 
familiarity with the subject. but 
among horsemen who have been using 
the words all their lives there is an 
occasional difference of understanding.

“Occasionally.” Mr. Cummings. writes. 
“a horse which is being given a ‘breezing’ 
in training will wear a light blanket. and 
for that reason be said to be breezed under 
wraps. From this appears to have come 
the popular expression under wraps, re- 
ferring to a reservation or concealment of 
full strength.” 

Our own interpretation of this phase 
has been that the horse was under strong 
restraint. the figure of speech being some- 
what more literal. implying that the 
jockey had the reins wrapped around his 
hands. The expression let out a wrap 
suggests that this is the picture which 
comes into the mind of the horseman, 

We checked this impression with a few 
grass-roots horsemen. The older 
whose memories antedated the rubberized 
rein. were unanimous stating that 
under wraps was used in a literal sense 
to indicate that the rider had wrapped 
the reins around his hands in order to 
obtain sufficient purchase on the leather 
to restrain the horse from full speed. Some 
of the younger men. who had never seen 
a rider do anything of this sort. had no 
idea how the expression had originated. 
(One of the old-timers recalled that in 
the 1880°s Jack Chinn and John Morgan 
had knotted the reins. thus giving the 
jockey a firm grip and at the same time 
avoiding the disturbing action of wrap- 
ping and unwrapping. )

Cummings. who, incidentally. is a mem- 
ber of the law firm of Dorr and Hand 
in New York City and a former editor of 
the Harvard Law Review. rejects an 
English derivation for the term guinea. 
“Most grooms are Negroes. and the DA 
(Dictionary of Americanisms) indicates 
that since at least 1789. a Negro has 
sometime been referred to as a Guinea 
Negro.” 

Horsemen frequently have made a vague 
conjecture that the American usage arose 
from the long-standing English practice of 
advertising a stallion at a given fee plus 
a guinea for the groom, but the connec- 
tion here is tenuous, since it is based 
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upon nothing more substantial than’ the 
alliteration in “a guinea the groom.” The 
American derivation suggested by Cum- 
mings is much more plausible. especially 
since the term guinea. indicating a work- 
man. is not confined to stable workers. 
One cther 
mutuel means literally “among ourselves.” 


quote: “Presumably. pari- 
and is thus an appropriate description of a 
betting system in which the beokmaker 
is eliminated. It has been suggested. how- 
the pari is corruption of 
Paris where the mutuel system of betting 
seems to have originated. Support for this 
etymology is found in the program for 
the races held in the spring of 1875 at 
Pimlico. Maryland: ‘Pools on the improved 
Paris Mutuel plan will be sold. . 27

frequently. A literal translation from the 
French would appear to be sufficient. Pari 
means bet or betting. mutuel means 
mutual. The parieurs simply bet against 
one another and let the odds fall) where 
they may. 

The article in) American Speech con- 
cludes with brief comment the 
“anthropomorphic approach” of Turf 
writers and a “conceivably apochryphal 
incident. In 1949, after the then seem- 
ingly unbeatable Citation had effortlessly 
won a race by several lengths, a groom is 
said to have commented: ‘He just ain't 
human.” 

One of the language puzzles which has 
intrigued us for many years, though never 
enough to provoke us to work on it. is 
the conjugation of the verb win. Long be- 
fore the scholars had made us aware that 
strong verbs gradually were disappearing 
from English. it became clear that some- 
thing was happening to this one, in the 
neighborhood of Lexington’s old Kentucky 
Association track. at least. “Who win the 
last race?” “Sands of Pleasure win it 
easy. “He win pretty good.” that is. he 
won several races or a respectable amount 
of money. Very infrequently does the past 
tense become winned. Possibly the usage 
heard in Lexington is strictly local. but 
enough college graduates have imitated 
the grooms that some of them find it 
easier to say “who win?” Than 
won?”

Nashua in the Florida Derby; 
A Mutuels Record at Hialeah 


Miami 

We think the biggest piece of news of 
the week-end was the announcement by 
William Woodward Jr.. owner of Belair 
Stud. that he definitely has decided to 
keep Nashua here for the $100.000 Florida 
Derby at Gulfstream Park on March 26. 
It was also good news for Jimmy Donn. 
president of the picturesque Hallandale 
track. and his right bower. Horace Wade. 

The magic of Nashua’s name alone will 
keep interest burning in the waning sea- 
son down here. He may make a one-sided 
race of the Florida Derby. lazy and head- 
strong and eccentric as he is. but as an 
attraction it will prove a natural. 

Nashua, in his 2 starts at Hialeah. help- 
ed set 2 attendance records—one for a 
week day. the other for any day. The all- 
time record was set Flamingo Day when 
he showed his true quality by staving off 
Saratoga and then putting in a blazing 12 
seconds for the last furlong to win like a 
champion. 

Nashua has been thriving in Miami's 
semi-tropical climate. Most horses thrive 
in it. Mr. Woodward’s decision to remain 
here probably was prompted by 80-year- 
old Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons. who inserted 
the Florida Derby into the colt’s important 
schedule leading up to the Wood Memorial 
at Jamaica. then the “triple crown” races. 
the Kentucky Derby. Pimlico’s Preakness 
and the Belmont Stakes. 

Since the Flamingo. Nashua has been 
galloping along merrily. He had a couple 
of public gallops at Hialeah. once or twice 
around the track. as a means of familiariz- 
ing him with crowds and photographers. 
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Youll remember Eddie Arcaro thought 
Nashua’s propping in his first start there 
was caused by the presence of photo- 
graphers in the infield. But Nashua is be- 
having himself more sedately, if that is 
the right word. He is not shying at crowds. 
He is settling down. 

The Florida Derby, also at a mile and a 
furlong, the distance of the Flamingo. may 
provide another duel between Nashua and 
Montpelier’s Saratoga. Saratoga. however. 
is not a strong-constitutioned horse. He 
must have at least a month’s rest between 
races. He'll have that, though. by the time 
the Florida Derby rolls around. and it is 
taken for granted trainer Frank Bonsal 
will try it once again against Belair’s 
dynamic colt. 


EYE-OPENER. Gulfstream Park. safely 
past the 2 sweltering opening days. moved 
into its first full week on March 7 with 2 
important stakes to be decided. prepara- 
tions for the $50,000 Gulfstream Park 
Handicap on March 19 and the Florida 
Derby. These were the $10.000 Hutcheson 
Handicap at 615 furlongs for 3-year-olds 
and the $15,000 Appleton Handicap. at 
a mile and a furlong. for older horses. 

Gulfstream’s first 2 programs saw Dave 
Singer's fast-moving colt. Hangover. prove 
best in the $10.000 Armed Handicap. and 
C. V. Whitney’s Fly Wheel prevail in the 
$10.000 Magic City Handicap. 


Mutuels and attendance for these first 
2 days ran below those of a year ago, 
Whether there will be a pick-up as the 
meeting goes on is problematical. inas. 
much as many horses have left for New 
England. Maryland. and New York, and 
quite a flock of people likewise called it a 
season after Hialeah’s closing. However, 
president Jimmy Donn continues to hold 
firm to his early prophesy of a 4 per cent 
increase in mutuels, and a slight upward 
trend in attendance. 


FINALE. The last week of racing at 
Hialeah under the direction of president 
John C. Clark and general manager Sam 
McCormick was an excellent one with the 
flamingo track offering 2 divisions their 
richest purses of the meeting. The $50.- 
000 Hialeah Turf Handicap drew one of 
the finest fields ever assembled here for 
a grass event. and the $25,000 Black 
Helen Handicap gave the fillies and mares 
their biggest pot of the session. 

Both races were thrilling and saw early 
trailers pick up their field with sustained 
rushes and win by the similar margin of 
a length and a half. In the case of Hasty 
House Farm’s *Stan it was a run from 
last place in the field of 11 which met at 
115 miles on the grass, while W. L. 
Huntley’s Rosemary B. had to come from 
next to last position to win the Black 
Helen at 9 furlongs. 

*Stan’s journey around the field was 
accomplished under top weight of 128 
pounds and provided the Hasty House 
establishment with its fourth stakes of the 
Hialeah season and its 13th triumph in 
all. It was not an unlucky one by any 
means for trainer Harry Trotsek for the 
net purse was $44,800, which pushed the 
stable’s total earnings during the 40-day

Struggle’s End at Golden Gate 


A group headed by Philip Cross. Los 
Angeles race track securities broker, last 


week gained control of Golden Gate 
Fields. At the annual meeting of the 


track’s board of directors. 9 men backed 
by Cross were elected to the 15-man board. 


The election ended a struggle for control 
between 2 factions on the Golden Gate 
board. Earlier this year the board’s execu- 
tive committee, since abolished. fired gen- 
eral manager Charles Coughlin. The full 
board later rehired Coughlin. and gave 
him a 3-year contract. 


According to an unofficial tabulation. 
Cross candidates controlled 932 of the 
1.835 voting shares at the election. Sev- 
eral former officials were released by the 
new board, including president Edward R. 
Young. of Los Angeles. Named to succeed 
him was attorney C. Ray Robinson. of 
Merced. Calif... former counsel for the 
California division of the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association. 

Also fired were news director Robert 
Wuerth public relations director 
Howard Freeman. Pete Pederson will 
succeed Freeman, and Wuerth’s successor 
will be named later. 

Six new directors were elected. 5 of 
whom were supported by Cross—Robin- 
son: Max Bell, newspaper publisher and 
horse owner, of Calgary, Canada; Philip 
A. Klipstein, owner and breeder, of Bakers- 
field. Calif.; W. A. (Webb) Everett. 
California racing official; and Philip A. 
Rainey. San Francisco insurance man. 
The other new director is Charles L. 
Harney. contractor, of San Francisco. 

Immediately after his election, Rainey 
resigned. The new board of directors then 
voted 8 to 6 to change the corporation’s 
by-laws to permit race track securities 
brokers to serve on the board. This formal- 
ity accomplished, Cross also was elected. 

Four of Cross’ supporters were re-elected 
to the board: William G. Gilmore, steel 
company executive. of Francisco: 
Thomas G. Ross. lumberman, of San 
Marino, Calif.; Lewis A. Marsten. oil man, 
of San Francisco; and Peter Mole, 
electronics manufacturer, of Hollywood. 

Gilmore was elected first vice president; 
Mole, second vice president; and Marsten, 
treasurer. 

Five other directors. all of whom voted 
against Cross, were re-elected: Ronald 
Williams. merchant. of San Francisco and 
Palo Alto; C. H. Nie, retired business- 
man. of San Francisco; C. Dudley De 
Velbuss. contractor, of San Francisco; 
Karl C. Weber, hotel owner, of San 
Francisco; and Y. C. Soda, contractor and 
rancher, of Oakland. 

Before the new board was elected, the

Five Men Implicated in Plot 


To Dope Horses at Fair Grounds 


Dr. Alex Harthill, 29-year-old Louisville 
veterinarian, on Saturday. March 5, was 
arrested by Louisiana State Police for 
drugging a horse and attempting to bribe 
technicians of the Shilstone Laboratories. 
which test urine and saliva samples for 
the Fair Grounds race track at New 
Orleans. 

Arrested with Dr. Harthill on the brib- 
ery charge was Cassius Clay. 61. director 
of the Food and Drug Division of the 
Louisiana State Department of Health. 
Harvey Vanier. 30. of Hopkins. Mo.. a 
trainer for Mrs. L. E. Vanier. was ar- 
rested for complicity in the doping. 

The arrests followed the alleged stimu- 
lation of Mrs. Vanier’s Smasher, a 9- 
year-old gelding which won the ninth race 
February 26 at the Fair Grounds. Favored 
by the bettors. the horse won by 3 lengths 
and paid $5.40. 

Police said they had reason to believe 
that 3 other horses had been stimulated. 
but. since these were not winners and 
saliva and urine tests were not made on 
them, suspicions could not be corrobo- 
rated. 

Two days after the arrests. on March 7. 
Fair Grounds stewards and State Police 
interrogated Harold Raines. trainer of one 
of the largest public stables at the track. 
about his participation in the alleged plot 
to dope horses. Raines refused to dis- 
cuss the case, and the stewards suspended 
him. Vanier and Dr. Harthill, pending 
further investigation by the Louisiana 
State Racing Commission. 

At the same hearing. stewards suspend- 
ed Vanier’s groom. Robert George Mar- 
shall. for 60 days for negligence. 

Spencer Drayton, executive secretary of 
the Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
and director of the Thoroughbred Racing 
Protective Bureau, said his organization 
had been checking Dr. Harthill since one 
of Elmer Kalensky’s horses, Tonight. pro- 
duced a positive test after a winning race 


at Keeneland last spring. Kalensky was 
suspended for 60 days. Dr. Harthill was 
not mentioned in reports attending the 
investigation and hearing. . 

Drayton said the evidence against Dr. 
Harthill and Vanier included tape record- 
ings. It was his judgment that the evi- 
dence was “adequate.” 

The case was broken by Cecil Shilstone, 
president of the Shilstone Laboratories, 
who had reported to police that attempts 
had been made to bribe him. Shilstone 
was deputized as a police officer and in- 
structed to accept the bribe, the amount 
of which was not made known. He took 
the money. then called in officers who 
were waiting. Sound recordings were 
made of the entire proceedings. 

The 3 men who were arrested were re- 
leased on bond. pending their arraign- 
ment in New Orleans and possible action 
by the county grand jury. 

Both Vanier and Dr. Harthill have been 
in difficulty before. Vanier’s license was 
revoked by the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission on September 3, 1947, for 
“the sale. possession, use, and planning 
the use of electrical equipment on horses” 
at Dade Park. Approximately 8 months 
later. on May 14, 1948, his license was 
restored. 

On August 26. 1954, Dr. Harthill was 
suspended for 60 days by the Illinois 
Racing Board for stimulating Hasty House 
Farm’s *Mister Black. winner of the 
Grassland Handicap at Washington Park. 
Dr. Harthill admitted giving the horse a 
medicine containing an ingredient similar 
to amphetamine. but he said the medica- 
tion. administered 78 hours before the 
race, was to relieve a condition known 
as azoturia. Illinois racing law specifies 
that all medications containing stimulants 
must be reported to the racing board. The 
Superior Court of Illinois on September 29 
granted the veterinarian a stay of exe- 
cution. 


old directors voted to sell, at a profit of 
$60.000. 1.252 shares of stock in Bay 
Meadows race track. Cross had sponsored 
the purchase of the stock, and opposed its 
resale. 


The San Francisco Examiner speculated 
that Robinson’s election may mean the sale 
of Golden Gate Fields to Boys, Inc., the 
non-profit organization formed by Clint 
Murchison and Sid Richardson. Robinson 
had represented Boys, Inc., in its attempt 
to purchase Golden Gate last year. 


Coughlin’s future as general manager 
appears doubtful. The new board reported- 


ly will offer him a settlement on his present 
contract and will name Everett to succeed 
him. Everett was named director of rac- 
ing “to serve without pay.” 


Guiberson’s Withdrawal 


Gordon G. Guiberson this week re- 
signed as a director of the operating com- 
pany of Del Mar race track. Guiberson, 
who lives in La Jolla, Calif.. owned a 
large racing stable until last year, when 
he retired from racing. His best horse 
was Correspondent, winner of the 1954 
Hollywood Gold Cup.

The Endocrine System of the Horse 


Following is the first installment of the text of an address given November 53, 


1954, as a part of the Stud Managers Course at the University of Kentucky, by Dr. 


Victor R. Berliner, director of tke Division of Animal Industry, Ortho Research 


Foundation, Raritan, N. J. 


By Dr. Victor R. Berliner 


May I say first of all that ‘I stand here 
before you with mixed feelings. I greatly 
appreciate being invited to participate in 
this Stud Managers Course, but at the 
same time I feel like an outsider in this 
group: | am not a practitioner, nor am 1. 
in my present position, connected in any 
form or manner with racing or race horse 
breeding. But. in order to put myself back 
into your graces again, I will add quickly 
that it was my contact with horses. go- 
ing back as long as some 30 years. that 
brought me into the field of endocrinology 
and physiology of reproduction. 


In those early days I, too, the same as 
you now, wanted to find out what made a 
mare “tick.” and why it was customary 
to bring her back to the stallion 3 days 
after service, and then again after 9 days. 
of whatever schedule seemed appropriate 
to the stud groom; yet nobody could give 
me a sound explanation for any such 
service system. Of course, in those years 
the connection between endocrinology. re- 
production, and breeding practices was 
not yet recognized, and in many respects 
it still is a dark mystery even today. in 
spite of the progress made in recent years. 


Unfortunately for horse breeders. most 
investigations in modern endocrinology 
were performed on species other than the 
horse, because when endocrinological 
functions became sufficiently understood 
so that they were applicable to the practi- 
cal breeding of farm animals. horse pro- 
duction had started to lose its significance 
as an economical factor in the agricultural 
system. 


The result is that data and information 
pertaining specifically to the horse are 
secant. and for the treatment of horses 
with hormones from the various endocrine 
glands, and with the synthetic sex hor- 
mones, we have to translocate experiences 
gained on other animals to the horse. This 
applies not only to the endocrinological 
field. You will remember that yesterday 
Colonel Trum, in his discussion of nutri- 
tional problems, stated that here. too. 
specific information applying to the horse 
is rare as compared to that for other 
species. that we often have to “borrow” 
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from these other species. and that the 
end result frequently is not exactly good. 


This is not meant as an alibi for our 
ignorance. but rather as a plea for your 
lenience if we cannnot give clearcut ex- 
planations for puzzling occurrences in the 
breeding performance of our horses. or 


when we are at a loss to prescribe con- 
crete treatments with hormones for the 
correction of hormonal troubles. 


Dr. Victor BERLINER 


I assume that you are principally in- 
terested in the following problems within 
the over-all picture of horse breeding that 
are subject to the endocrine system: 


1) Problems of infertility. and how they 
can be corrected with known hormones. 


2) Production of early foals. Can high 
breeding performance be achieved in a 
season that is not favorable to high 
breeding efficiency. by the use of hor- 
mones or by artificial means affecting 
the endocrine system. 


3) Treatment of fillies in training or on 
the race track, and what damage may 
result from this practice. 


Before we go into a detailed discussion 


of these problems. it may be helpful to 
review first the general endocrine system, 
its functions and hormones. 


It is now generally recognized that the 
chief regulator of the reproductive 
processes. and in fact the entire endocrine 
system. is the pituitary gland. 


The pituitary produces and_ secretes 
several hormones. Three are directly con- 
cerned with the reproductive processes and 
are called the gonadotrophic hormones. 
One. the adrenocorticotrophic hormone. 
regulates the function of the adrenal cor- 
tex which is involved with reproduction. 
There is a thyrotrophic hormone which 
plays an indirect role. and there are others 
not concerned with reproduction. 


The gonadotrophic hormones pro- 
teins in nature. but as yet their chemical 
structure has not been established. There 
is some dispute about the elaboration of 
these hormones as distinct entities. Some 
believe that they are produced by the 
pituitary as one “master” molecule from 
which the pure forms are split off by the 
living organism. as well as by the protein 
chemist. On the other hand. investigations 
by cytologists on the changes in the cell 
types of the pituitary lead one to believe 
that the pituitary cells are capable of 
producing separate hormones—an amaz- 
ing accomplishment for such a small organ. 


The gonadotrophic hormones are: 
the Follicle Stimulating Hormone. FSH: 
the Luteinizing Hormone. LH; and_ the 
Luteotrophic Hormone. LTH. also 
casionally still called Prolactin. 

The Follicle Stimulating Hormone 
causes growth of ovarian follicles beyond 
an intermediate stage of development that 
they reach by their own power. that is. 
FSH regulates only the later stages of life 
of the follicles. For this reason the British 
terminology of “Follicle Ripening Hor- 
mone” (FRH) seems more appropriate 
and descriptive. 


The Luteinizing Hormone is essential 
for the last phase of the life of the 
follicle. leading to ovulation and conversion 
of the post-evulation follicle into the 
corpus luteum. The latter step can also 
proceed in an abnormal manner, namely, 
without preceding ovulation. this 
happens the ovum is trapped within the 
forming corpus luteum, and fertilization 
is prevented. 


The Luteotrophic Hormone is necessary 
to make the developed corpus luteum 
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function as an endocrine gland. Under its 
stimulation the corpus luteum produces 
the corpus luteum hormone progesterone. 
It also plays a role in the initiation of milk 
production, hence its old name “Prolactin.” 


In the male. FSH and LH regulate the 
corresponding tissues in the testis. FSH 
induces growth of the germinal epithelium 
in the seminiferous tubules. and LH 
regulates the development of the Leydig 
cells in the interstitial tissue. The role of 
Luteotrophin in the male has not been in- 
vestigated to a great extent. and apparent- 
ly it does not regulate the function of the 
interstitial tissue. which would the 
logical assumption. as a parallel to the 
Luteotrophin effect on the corpus luteum 
in the female. 


ESTROGEN. During maturation of the 
follicle. the cells forming its inner lining 
begin to secrete the hormone estrogen. 
Estrogens are the hormones that earlier 
were called female sex hormones, when it 
was assumed that they were sex-specific 
and were produced only by the female. 
Now it is known that this definition is in- 
correct. because estrogens are also 
produced by the male; for instance. large 
quantities of estrogens are secreted by the 
testes of the stallion. 


An estrogen is a very versatile substance 
and performs many functions. It stimulates 
directly the growth of structures that are 
associated with female reproduction. It in- 
duces proliferation of the female reproduc- 
tive tract. It of mucus 
from the uterine and vaginal epithelium 
during estrus. It sensitizes the reproductive 
tract to stimulation by pituitrin, increasing 
the rate and amplitude of its contractions. 
It modifies the rate of function and type 
of hormone production by the pituitary. 
It stimulates the zone of erotization which 
secretes substances perceivable to the 
smell organ of the male. and attracts the 
male. It sets in motion the nervous and 
psychological mechanism that makes the 
female receptive to the male. It modifies 
skeletal growth by accelerating epiphysial 
calcification, and gives to the body the 
typical female contours and feminine char- 
acteristics, Finally. it extends its area of 
activity also into the male. since estrogens 
in proper balance with male hormones are 
essential for normal function of certain 
male genital organs.

PROGESTIN. The other hormone pro- 
duced by the ovary is Progestin. or Pro- 
gesterone, the hormone of the active corpus 
luteum. It also has been called the hor- 
mone of gestation because its main actions 
are directed toward pregnancy—prepara- 
tion of the uterus for reception of the fer- 
tilized ovum, and, after pregnancy has

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Dr. Fred Andrews on Hormones: 


‘WeSimply Don’t Know Enough’ | 


The horseman’s curiosity about the endocrine system of the horse has been sharp- 
ened in recent years by a gradual revelation, in layman’s terms. of the delicate intricacy 
of an unseen mechanism which for many years has puzzled the breeder of horses. Three 
times within the last year the Thoroughbred Club of America, at its meetings in Lex- 
ington. has heard speakers discuss hormones. Dr. Robert E. Bardwell explained the 
use of hormones in the treatment of wobblers. Dr. Victor R. Berliner addressed the 
club last fall after he had presented a paper at the Stud Managers Course at the 
University of Kentucky. Dr. Fred N. Andrews of Purdue University. spoke at the 
night meeting of March 4 at the Phoenix Hotel in Lexington. 

Dr. Andrews, speaking without notes, spelled out the interaction of the more 
important hormones with such clarity that horsemen in the audience felt they had begun 
to comprehend the normal pattern and some of the reasons for the frequent departures 
from normal. The rough mimeographed sketch (below) which he used to illustrate his 
remarks is reproduced here in conjunction with the more detailed. hence more involved, 
explanation given by Dr. Berliner at the Stud Managers Course. 

Most of Dr. Andrews’ remarks were paralleled by those of Dr. Berliner, but the 
Purdue researcher frequently put his science up in capsules more easily swallowed by 
the layman. The following quotations are approximated: 

“We can use estrogen to bring a female in heat, but unfortunately it doesn’t cause 
the ovary to produce an egg. When the hormone shows up in the blood, the anterior 
pituitary says. ‘Gosh. there’s too much of this stuff (gonadotrophic hormones) now; I'll 
stop making it.’?... It’s the same way with the male hormones. After you stop giving 
them the horse behaves like a gelding.” 

“Hormone therapy for the reproductive system is strictly for the experts. and I 
have never seen an expert in this field. We simply don’t know enough about it... . It 
has been conclusively demonstrated that we can increase litter size in rats or rabbits, 
but a mare is neither a rat nor a rabbit. We have to investigate each species separately.” 

“There are large quantities of sex hormones in many plants. During the past 
2 years we have been studying the sex hormone content of various pastures... . In 
Australia some pastures have been found so strong in sex hormones as to cause in- 
fertility.” 

“If you are trying mares every day. I think that breeding on the first day of heat 
is just exercise for the stallion... . If I were to take just one day. I would breed 
early on the morning of the fourth day.” 

“In split heat periods. we never found a mare that ovulated 
part of the period.” 

On the use of adrenalin and other hormones for stimulation: “. ... but when you 
start manipulating these mechanisms you don’t know what’s going to happen.” 

“There may be some situations in which you could use hormones for Thoroughbred 
mares. but I would hope to get most of my problems solved without using them at all.” 

“These cortical hormones (are dangerous). You may get an immediate effect. but 
when you stop you are most likely to be in trouble. I can’t answer with regard to 
their full effects on the reproductive system. but I would be afraid of them.”

also of Canada. and *George Gardiner. a 
Toronto broker and one of *Bell’s partners. 
*Bell is given a little special preference. as 
you may note. because he liked *St. Vin- 
cent and bought him 2 years ago at Don- 
caster. 

“It was a maiden race.” Max recalled. 
“and *St. Vincent came out of the pack 
ty win off by himself. No one. except my- 
self. paid particular attention to the time. 
But | noted that the best horses running 
that day did not go any faster than *St. 
Vincent. I mentioned that I'd like to buy 
him if ever he were for sale. and a few 
months later *St. Vincent was up for 
auction. [ got him for 5.100 pounds. rough- 
ly $13.000.” 

Bell turned Vincent 
Gardiner. who had been eager to enter 
these parts. with the understanding that if 
the colt ever developed Alberta Ranches 
wanted a half-interest in him. They lost 
no time in acquiring an interest in *St. 
Vincent after his first triumph at Santa 
Anita in the San Gabriel Handicap. 

Bell has enviable 
purchaser of Thoroughbreds. He now has 
bought 10 abroad. and 5 
have won stakes in this country. His other 
stakes winners are *Indian Hemp. *Blue 
Butterfly. *Thirteen of Diamonds. and 
*Royal Serenade. which captured the 
Hollywood Gold Cup last summer and 
which he regards as the best horse of them 
all.

For a mile *Stan was last, about 12 lengths off 
a pace set by *Guardian II. He began to gain on 
leaving the backstretch for the second time, and 
with a furlong to go he was 3% lengths behind 
Capeador and *Guardian II, which were contend- 
ing for the lead. Capeador got rid of *Guardian 
II, but *Stan, putting in a characteristically power- 
ful finish, took the lead with about 50 yards to 
go and won by a half-length. *Iceberg II took 
third by a nose. 

*Stan, which paid $16.20, almost was a_ late 
scratch. Mr. and Mrs. Allie Reuben, dissatisfied 
with his weight assignment, had given deep thought 
to sending him to California for the $100,000-added 
San Juan Capistrano Handicap on March 5. Al- 
though the weights for the California race were 
announced on February 24, they said they did not 
know of *Stan’s assignment of 125 pounds until 
1 hours before the Hialeah race on March 2. “If 
we had known a few hours earlier, we probably 
would haye sent him to California,” Reuben said. 

Bred in England, *Stan raced there at 2, win- 
ning the first 6 of 8 starts, including — the 
Greensleeves Stakes at Hurst Park. In 1954 he was 
brought to the U. S. and sold to Hasty House 
Farm. At 3 he won the Grassland Handicap, and 
last year he won 3 turf stakes—the Arlington.

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OBITUARY 


Matt Brady 


Matthew Patrick Brady. who retired in 
1948 after many years as a trainer. died 
the night of February 25 at his Hicksville. 
Long Island. home. where he had been 
ill a long time. He was 79 years old. and, 
in the words of one of his old friends. “as 
Irish as the day he landed in New York 
over 50 years ago.” 

When young Matt Brady decided. some- 
where around the turn of the century. to 
emigrate from Ireland. he tossed a coin 
and let chance decide whether he should 
embark for the United States or South 
Africa. The coin fell heads. and shortly 
after his arrival in the U. S. the young 
man found employment with a stable of 
steeplechasers. The first American winner 
he saddled—he was the actual, though un- 
official trainer—was the jumper Seventh 


Brapy 


Ward. at the old Bennings course near 
Washington on November 23, 1905. 

About 1912 Mr. Brady became head 
trainer for the stable of jumpers which 
Joseph E. Davis raced at the hunt meet- 
ings in the East. The stable was expanded 
when racing was resumed in New York 
in 1913, and Brady continued as the train- 
er until the Davis stable was dispersed in 
1929. He operated a public stable for a few 
years and about 1935 took over the stable 
of William Ziegler Jr.. which he continued 
to train until his retirement. 

Best of the horses Mr. Brady trained for 
Joseph E. Davis—the best he ever trained. 
he always insisted—was Reparation (ch. 
g.. 1919. by Trojan—Humility. by Bryn 
Mawr). which he claimed for $2.550. 


Reparation earned about $60,000 without 
becoming very memorable to anyone be. 
sides his trainer. 

In 1933 Brady won 
Stakes, Wood Memorial, and American 
Derby with the *Omar Khayyam colt Mr, 
Khayyam, owned by Mrs. James Austin’s 
Catawba Stable. He also trained Mr. 
Khayyam for his vistory, by disqualifica- 
tion of Equipoise, in the 1934 Metropolitan 
Handicap. 

In more than 13 years as trainer of 
the Ziegler stable Matt Brady developed 
numerous good horses, including El Chico. 
unbeaten as a 2-year-old in 1938 and 
destroyed late in his 3-year-old year after a 
series of mishaps: Esposa, a_ top-flight 
handicap mare; Bounding Home, winner 
of the 1944 Belmont Stakes; and Wait A 
Bit. which dead-heated with Brownie and 
Bossuet in the 1944 Carter Handicap. Early 
in 1948 he retired from active training and 
was named general manager of the Ziegler 
racing and breeding interests. 


J. Merryman Black 


J. Merryman Black, Maryland breeder. 
owner, and trainer, died of a heart attack 
on February 23 at Union Memorial 
Hospital in Baltimore. He was 71. 

Mr. Black owned Willow Brook Farm 
at Cockeysville. Md.. and for many years 
he trained for various Maryland owners. 
including Mrs. Robert H. Heighe, Sylvester 
Labrot. J. M. Franklin. and the Norwood 
Stable. 

In his youth Mr. Black was a_ track 
star at John Hopkins University in Ballti- 
more. He also was an amateur steeplechase 
rider. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Alice

started. maintenance of conditions favor- 
able for continuation of pregnancy. 

In some respects, it acts synergistically 
with estrogen. and in others. antagonistic- 
ally. 

It is synergistic with estrogen when it 
brings on the final progestational changes 
in the uterine endometrium. These changes 
cannot be induced by progesterone alone 
in the absence of estrogen. or in an endo- 
metrium that was not first primed by 
estrogen. It increases the tortuosity of the 
endometrial glands, and stimulates their 
secretory activity. It prepares the bed for 
implantation of the fertilized ovum. 

The antagonistic estrogen-progesterone 
relation gets into play in respect to the 
motility of the reproductive tract. It 
reduces the estrogen-induced responsive- 
ness of the uterine myometrium to pitocin 
and diminishes the frequency and ampli- 
tude of uterine and cervical contractions. 
It dries up the vagina by 
epithelium into a non-secretory type. 


changing its 


Progesterone also regulates circulation 


and elimination of estrogens. It first 
reduces the rate of inactivation of free 


estrogens by the liver. then it speeds up 
their elimination. 
It also exerts a definite influence on the 


ovary. If present in sufficiently large 
amounts. progesterone directly or indirect- 
ly intervenes with ovulation and causes 
a postponement of ovulation. On the other 
hand, in small amounts, it hastens ovula- 
tion, probably by stimulating the pituitary 
into releasing an additional spurt of FSH. 
and possibly working synergistically with 
it on the ovulatory mechanism via_ the 
hypothalamus. it prevents LTH production 
and. with large amounts given over a long 
period, inhibits total pituitary function. 
Progesterone is excreted in the urine in 
an inactive form, as pregnandiol. after be- 
ing converted into the inactive form in the 
progestational endometrium. Other sites of 
inactivation seem also to be involved. 
Progestin is produced also by organs other 
than the ovary. since it is also found in 
the urine of bulls and boars. It is also one 
of the steroids secreted by the adrenal 
cortex, and finally it is produced in large 
amounts in the placenta. especially in the 
human. 


RELAXIN. The ovary secretes one other 
distinct hormone. Relaxin. This is a non- 
steroid substance produced in the corpus 
luteum. It was first recognized by its effect 
in rodents. where it causes partial absorp- 
tion of bones in the pelvic girdle before 
parturition. It is the agent that also causes 
the relaxation of the ligaments between 
the tail root and the pelvic bones in cows 


and mares that is indicative of approach- 
ing parturition. Recently it has been 
demonstrated that Relaxin contributes to 
the relaxation and opening of the cervix 
essential for expulsion of the fetus. It 
seems to be effective only after the target 
organs are first primed by estrogen and 
progestin. To my knowledge Relaxin has 
used as yet for therapeutic

ANDROGEN. Now to the male 
The gonadal hormones of the male are 
the androgens. Their primary function is 
to stimulate the development and activity 
of the male accessory reproductive system. 
Androgens are responsible for male con- 
formation of the body and for male be- 
havior (“male pugnacious assertiveness” ). 

Physiologically the most active substance 
is Testosterone, while its excretion form. 
androsterone. is active. Inactivation 
takes place in the liver. 

Androgen checks the output of gonado- 
trophin, principally that of LH, but the 
first reaction upon administration of 
androgen in small amounts is the stimula- 
tion of FSH release from the pituitary. 
This is demonstrable by hastened follicle 
maturation in laboratory animals, and also 
in sheep. On the other hand, if administer-

Now let's follow the endocrines as they 
work in the mare. The events as they 
happen during the breeding season are

HORMONES IN ACTION. In the ovary 
a group of follicles. usually 8 or 9. begin 
to grow in size from their resting stage of 
1-2 cm. in diameter. and out of this group 
of follicles. one (and occasionally 2) grows 
still further until it reaches rapidly a size 
of 5-6 em. in diameter. During this growth 
period the maturing follicle orients itself 
in the direction of the ovulation fossa. 
that groove typical for the ovary of the 
equines. into which the follicle discharges 
the ovum during ovulation. 

Only the last stage of follicular growth 
and development is under the influence of 
the Follicle Stimulating Hormone. The 
early growth up to the 1-2 em. stage is not 
controlled. nor can it be 
stimulated by administration of hormones. 

The growing follicles secrete estrogen 
which is produced in the cells lining the 
inside of the wall of the follicles. This 
cell layer is called the granulosa of the 
follicle. The cells) multiply in 
under the influence of FSH. causing the 
increase in of the follicles. Also. 
through stimulation by this gonadotrophic 
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hormonally

hormone. they produce and secrete the 
estrogen. which is excreted into the 
follicular cavity and from here is taken 
into the blood stream and general circula- 
tion, 

From the blood stream. estrogen is pick- 
ed up by the organs on which it is 
supposed to work. In the uterus in- 
duces proliferation of the endometrium and 
stimulates production and 
mucus in the endometrial glands. In the 


secretion of 


uterine muscular layer it increases tonus 
and enhances its capacity to contract 
rhythmically. This effeet expands into the 
cervix. causing it also to contract and 
expand rhythmically. and the crevix  be- 
comes more centrally located in the vagina. 
Qn palpation by hand. it opens and closes 
at periedic intervals. The uterine mucus 
now can pass into the vagina. from which 
it is discharged when the mare. strains. 
The vaginal walls become slippery and 
congested. and the vulvar folds are loose. 
these anatomical- 


Contemporary — with 


physiological changes go the estrogen 
effects on the psycho-nervous system. The 
mare becomes receptive to the stallion. 
She is in heat. 

develop gradually. 


These changes 


corresponding to the increase the 
amount of estrogen that gets into cireula- 
tion. Therefore they depend on the rate 
of estrogen production by the follicles. For 
the mare it is typical that this stage ex- 
tends over several days until the climax 
is reached 5 to 8 days after the first 
signs of her coming in heat are noted. but 
it also may be 10 to 15 days. or even 
longer. These long heat periods occur 
characteristically during the winter and 
early spring. that is. before the natural 
breeding season. and are an_ indication 
that the endocrine mechanism is not work- 
ing normally. We shall discuss later what. 
if anything. can be done about it. 

When the estrogen in circulation has 
reached a critical level—where 
that know—it works back 
on the pituitary. FSH production is check- 
ed. and instead the pituitary releases LH 
and presumably also LTH. LH converts 
cells in and around the follicle 
luteum cells which start to 
progesterone. The wall of the 
most advanced follicle becomes thinned 
out as one spot toward the ovulation fossa.

Finally it ruptures and the egg is dis- 
charged. The stage of ovulation can be 
detected by palpation and can be used as 
an important guide for the timing of breed- 
ing. The approach of ovulation can also 
he predicted by the change in consistency 
of the mucus in the vagina. It becomes 
very thin and watery. which is due to the 
peak quantities of estrogens discharged 
from the mature follicle at its greatest 
stage of development just prior to ovula- 
tion. 


The events following ovulation run off 
at a quicker rate than those before ovula- 
tion. Twenty-four to 48 hours after ovula- 
tion. the mare ceases to be in heat. During 
this period no more estrogen is produced, 
and that in circulation is gradually ex. 
creted. so that its concentration eventually 
drops to a level where it no longer can 
stimulate the nervous-psychiec mechanism, 
and the mare heat. The 
elimination of estrogen is hastened by the

During this period the follicle cavity is 
rapidly filled 
producing corpus luteum cells and this new 


with progesterone- 
structure is now the corpus luteum. The 
new corpus luteum is active for the next 15 
days or so. under the influence of the lute- 
otrophie hormone which keeps progester- 
one production going. 

Progesterone works on the uterus now. 
It counteracts the sensitivity of the uterine 
muscles to pituitrin, thus preventing its 
contractions. and keeps it quiet. the 
same time it is also picked up by. the 
uterine endometrium and induces: proges- 
tational changes in it. The endometrium 
becomes well developed in thickness. and 
its secretory glands cease to produce the 
heavy flow of mucus that was typical for 
the estrogen phase. In other words. the 
uterus is ready to receive the fertilized 


ovum. 
Let us assume that) service has not

course of the cycle. In that instance the 
uterine endometrium does not use up 
progesterone. and progesterone in circula- 
tion goes up to a level where it begins to 
put a brake on LTH production the 
pituitary.

Here we find another difference between 
the mare and other species. 

In most domestic animals. this original 
corpus luteum continues to function right 
through pregnancy. but not so in the mare. 
In the mare a very peculiar and unexplain- 
able thing happens when. at about the 35th 
day of pregnancy. the original corpus 
luteum begins to degenerate. and a new 
crop of follicles begins to mature and 
changes into a fresh set of corpora lutea. 
Occasionally these new follicles may pro- 
duce enough estrogen to make the mare 
come in heat. This is very disturbing to 
the mare owner. for it is not certain wheth- 
er or not such a heat period can induce 
abortion, or if a service given during this 
heat period can cause expulsion of the 
fetus. 

It is also a unique property of the mare 
that during the stage when the new 
follicles and lutea 
blood of the mare contains a gonadotrophic 


corpora appear. the 
hormone. This hormone is generally known 
as PMS (pregnant mare serum) and it is 
established that it is principally the 
follicle stimulating hormone (FSH). but 
LH is also present. The origin of this 
hormone is known. It is elaborated not by 
the pituitary but by the endometrial cups 
of the pregnant uterus. 

Why all this takes place is entirely un- 
explainable. but it demonstrates again how 
complex is the reproductive mechanism 
in the mare. 

The gonadotrophic hormone in the blood 
detectable first) in small 
quantities at about the 30th day (this 
starts the new follicles on their way) and 
reaches a high concentration in the blood 
from the 45th day on. This is the reason 


becomes very 


why. at this stage. it is possible to run 
biological pregnancy tests with the mare's 
blood. It may be significant that some 
start with 
since occasionally a 


mares are slow to hormone 


production. blood 
sample taken on the 45th day may give a 
negative test. but when taken 5 to 10 days 
later from the same mare. it will show 
the presence of the hormone. 

This gonadotrophic hormone is produced 
at a high rate for approximately 80 to 100 
days. Then its concentration in the blood 
declines. and after the 160th day it can- 
not be detected. During this period the 
last-formed corpora lutea are very active 
and are a rich source of progesterone. 
Beginning with the 150th day the corpora 
regress and eventually the entire ovaries 
become atrophic and fibrotic. At the 
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same time the ovaries of a female fetus 
are much larger than those of the mare 
(40 grams for the mare and 120 grams 
for the fetus). but for the last month of 
fetal life they decrease in size to 20 grams 
at the time of parturition.

Both the fetal 
gonads consist principally of interstitial 
cells. and contain fairly high amounts of 


female and male 


estrogen. but not of progesterone. 

So here we have another peculiar pheno- 
menon in the mare. From approximately 
the 200th day of pregnancy there is no 
produced. yet parturition 
a fact. at this stage the 
mare's ovaries can be removed without 
interruption of pregnancy. If we should 
do this in a cow. she would abort. If we 
removed the cow’s ovary with the corpus

luteum. and injected progesterone daily or 


made progesterone implants. pregnancy 


would continue. 

The essentiality of the active corpus 
luteum. or of progesterone, for mainten- 
ance of pregnancy is not restricted to the 
cow. The sow. the rabbit. and the mouse 
belong to this group. too. Nor is the mare 
the only animal that can carry on preg- 
naney in the later stages without an active 
corpus luteum. The human. the Rhesus 
monkey. the guinea pig. the cat and the 
rat act the same way—certainly a peculiar 
distribution by Nature of these species 
to the different groups. Only. again. the 
mare is different. In the other parties of 
her group. progesterone is manufactured 
in the placenta. making the ovaries non- 
essential. but in the mare such a progester- 
one production site has not been detected. 

Instead. in the case of the mare. as the 
corpora regress, there appear large quanti- 
ties of estrogen in her urine after the 
120th day: that is. this happens at the 
time when the corpora lutea decline in 
activity. the serum gonadotrophin drops 
to a low level. and the fetal gonads begin 
to increase in size The high estrogen level 
continues to the end of pregnancy. But the 
chemistry of the estrogen changes during 
this time. At first the urinary estrogen 
is principally in the form of the potent 
estron. but later on other less active forms 
such as estriol. equilin. equilenin. and 
hippulin predominate. 

The high estrogen stage in the pregnant 
mare is a great puzzle. For what purposes 
are these large amounts of estrogen  pro- 
duced and put into circulation? And why 
don’t they affect the mare herself. by 
bringing her into heat? It is true that they 
are in a conjugated and bound form that 
can be broken up by chemical treatment 
(hydrolysis with acids. among others), yet 
even if whole urine, from a mare pregnant 
for 120 days. is injected into a female 
rat, it will cause her to come into estrus. 
So there must be a defense mechanism in 


the mare that protects her from her own 
estrogen. but how it works has not been 
detected. 

In this connection it is perhaps in order 
to mention an experiment bearing on the 
problem of the abortion-inducing effects 
of estrogen. Day and Rowlands in England 
implanted stilbestrol in amounts of 47 to 
500 mg. into ponies during the period of 
high gonadotrophin levels in the blood, in 
order to study a possible suppressing effect 
of estrogen on gonadotrophin. This effect 
did not set in, but 3 out of 5. stilbestrol- 
implanted ponies aborted within 4 to 7 
weeks. 

On the other hand, ponies treated at 
the same stage of pregnancy with implants 
containing up to 5.000 mg. testosterone did 
not abort! It would not be correct to 
deduce from this experiment that estrogens 
as such will cause abortion. if we take into 
consideration that the synthetic estrogen 
stilbestrol is not inactivated by the liver. 
whereas natural estrogens are. and they 
are also counteracted by progesterone. 

The role of the adrenal cortex in the 
pregnant mare has not been investigated. 
and it is possible that steroid hormones 
from this gland are involved to a consider- 
able degree. possibly also a source of 
progesterone during late pregnancy. 

It seems in order to mention here briefly 
the hormonal state in the pregnant human. 
since she is the only other source besides 
the mare for non-pituitary gonadotrophin. 
and because this hormone is used for 
hormonal therapy of mares. 

The pregnant woman produces a 
gonadotroph which differs from that of the 
mare in that it contains principally the 
luteinizing fraction. It is eliminated in the 
urine. hence its older designation as PU 
pregnancy urine. It is elaborated in the 
syneytial cells of the chorion, and for this 
reason is generally referred to as chorionic 
gonadotrophin. It is also present in the 
blood stream. but of course that is not the 
source for commercial manufacture. 

The urine of a pregnant woman con- 
tains especially 
amounts being present after the first 8 


also estrogen. large 
weeks of pregnancy. Thus the urine of a 
pregnant woman contains both hormones. 
gonadotrophin and estrogen. 


It is also interesting that urine of 
menopausal women is rich gonado- 


trophic hormone. but here it is principally 
FSH. The same condition exists also in 
ovariectomized women. The explanation 
for this is that in’ both 
estrogen brake is absent and the pituitary 
is at liberty to produce uncontrolled 
amounts of FSH. It also demonstrates that 
in the menopausal woman the ovaries are 
at fault since they have lost the capacity 
to respond to gonadotrophic stimulation.

Unfortunately. because of copyright 
restrictions. Mr. Hampton’s abracada- 
bra cannot) be reproduced here in 
enough detail to avoid confusion. As a 
matter of faet. it cannot be read at 
all without confusion. 

PEDIGREES. Mr. Hampton will not 
mind. | hope. if believe that he is 
barking at the wrong tree. However. 
this genealogical tree is the one where 
breeders always have done the most 
barking. and now they can subscribe 
to The First Scientific Principles of 
Thoroughbred Breeding and discover 
for themselves how much science there 
is in these principles. 

Premise No. 1 of the organizers of 
genealogical knowledge is that the 
principles of Thoroughbred breeding 
may be discovered from a study of the 
pedigrees of the best horses. Premise 
No. 1 is Error No. 1. The pedigrees of 
the best horses. especially after the 
first 2 generations of ancestors. are 
about the same as the pedigrees of the 
worst horses. There are no principles to 
be derived from the genealogy of the 
best until it has been shown clearly 
that there are significant differences 
between the best and the rest. These 
differences have not been demonstrated. 


NICKS. When 


Professor Estes was 


first asked his opinion of nicks. in 
188] or thereabouts. his reply was 
laconic. dogmatic. ill-tempered. and 


eminently correct, “Nix.” he said. 
Affirmation. however. always is more 
believeable than denial. so long as the 
affirmation is founded on fog-like 
wisps of evidence too nebulous to be 
clutched and examined. Let us quietly 
accept the probability that in the year 
2055 Thoroughbred breeders still will 
be at worship at the Shrine of the Un- 
known Nick, and that some of them 


will be breeding fairly good horses 
anyway. 

Nicks are supernatural: there is no 
reason for them except that. by some 
divine whim. they come into existence. 
Being supernatural. they are. of course. 
indestructible. Hence let us not con- 
sider wearing ourselves out in any such 
useless endeavor as slicing up a_ fog 
with a pocket-knife 


INBREEDING. Good horses and no- 
good horses are inbred in the same 
degree. to the same The 
“principles” to be derived from a study 
of the pedigrees of good horses are 
not principles at all. since they make 
no distinction between good and_ bad. 

None of these objections. we hope. 
will discourage readers from subscrib- 
ing to Mr. Hampten’s publication. since 
it appears that he has dedicated more 
time to the study of pedigrees than any 
man now living. Anyone who accepts 
the proposition that the principles of 
breeding good horses may be derived 
from the pedigrees of good horses is 
under some obligation to encourage the 
man who is willing to do the work. 


GRAYNESS. While we are being 
disagreeable. we may as well disagree 
with something else. 

“A double grey. that is. a grey horse 
whose sire and dam were grey. will 
produce no other color than grey.” 
says the January issue of the British 
Columbia Breeders Bulletin. “If a stal- 
lion. he will get nothing but greys. 
and if a mare. will drop only grey foals. 
The only qualifier is that some issue 
might be roans.” 

We'll lay even money against that 
proposition and_ still have a margin 
left over for profit. A gray horse with 
2 gray parents has exactly one chance 
in 3 of having only gray foals from non- 
gray mates. The odds given are based 
on the supposition that both parents 
are capable of producing non-gray foals. 

Odds in this case are exactly the 
same as in matching pennies. with 
heads and tails coming up at random. 
Let heads equal gray. tails the absence 
of gray. and remember that gray is 
dominant. that is. whenever the genetic 
factor for it shows up from either 
parent, the feal will be gray. In 4 
tosses. on the average. 2 heads will come 
up once; one head and one tail twice; 
and 2 tails once. The 2 tails represent 
a foal which is not gray. The other 3 
foals will be gray, but only one of them 
(represented by the 2 heads) will be 
incapable of producing non-gray foals.

A Trainer’s Opinion 


(From Joseph Kozan, Saratoga Springs). 

have followed with interest the 
articles in The Blood-Horse on the round- 
table discussions dealing with the short- 
age of stalls and overproduction in’ the 
breeding industry. 

am a trainer. unemployed the 
present time. and [ would like to voice my 
opinion on the matter if T may. 

The shortage of stalls. in my opinion. 
is caused by several factors which can be 
remedied by courageous action on the part 
of the racing associations, I agree fully 
with that fine gentleman. Francis Dunne. 
when he says the stalls should be allotted 
to the horses rather than to the trainer. 
This eliminates a situation where a train- 
er applies for stalls and lists the names 
of those horses that he has recently turned 
out. The stalls are then allotted to him 
because he races regularly at that certain 
track. Then the trainer acquires a new 
client who wishes to race at that track. but 
this particular trainer is not known to the 
stall man. This is all true. It happened to 
me in 1951. 

Horses placed on veterinary lists also 
should be asked to vacate their stalls after 
a stipulated time. Unscrupulous trainers 
carry horses with bowed tendons. popped 
knees. and green osselets from track to 
track rather than send them to a farm to 
be turned out. The poor owner is badgered 
into believing that the ailment is) only 
temporary. He doesn’t realize that all the 
trainer wants is that $12 a day. 

In many instances the owner is at fault 
too. He may employ honest trainer 
who advises him to turn his lame stock 
out. The owner then will take his troubles 
to another trainer who will boast of hav- 
ing had a dozen horses with the same ail- 
ments that he cured in a matter of weeks. 
Naturally he winds up with the stock. 

Horses which are judged by the track 
veterinarians as unsound should be order- 
ed to vacate their stalls. This would help 
the stall situation and protect the owners 
who know nothing about horseflesh. 

Another solution to the trouble could 
be by eliminating the allotment of 15 
stalls to a trainer who will ship in only 9 
horses. When asked about the empty stalls 
the trainer immediately will say that all 
his horses have not been shipped in yet. 
All the while he is looking for some new 
client to fill the stalls for him, This is 
prevalent in New York. 

At Tropical Park some years ago I 
claimed a horse and didn’t have an addi- 
tional stall to put him in. I walked the 
colt around until I finally came across 5 
empty stalls in Barn 7. I inquired of a 
groom if he knew to whom they were 
allotted. He informed me that they be- 
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Timothy John O°Toole MeGuire Murphy. a 
great Irish gentleman steeplechase rider, sports- 
man, cock fighting enthusiast, long distance bog 
trotter and poacher says: “I insist on good 
blood and the best of breeding in my horses. 
fighting chickens and any of my other many 
endeavors. It pays to breed to the best.”

1 brought this to the attention of 
Mr. Dunne who told me to occupy one 
of the stalls. Nevertheless this showed that 
here were 5 stalls that could have been 
allotted to someone, 

Then there are those barns occupied by 
the pillars of the turf. They could certain- 
ly help the situation by asking the associa- 
tions to allot those stalls which they don’t 
need. 

On the overproduction side of the argu- 
ment. I find fault with one of Mr. Jacobs’ 
ideas, i. e. to buy up yearling fillies with 
the idea of destroying their papers. | 
believe that a proven mare with class 
makes the best broodmare prospect. And 
the only way to prove their class is on the 
race track. I agree with his idea that the 
sale of foreign yearlings on the auction 
block should be stopped. The number of 
winners coming out of these sales are 
frightfully few. 

Dr. Miller's suggestion about licensing 
breeding farms is excellent one. 
Licenses should be granted only after a 
farm has met rigid specifications, A breed- 
er should be able to prove his financial 
ability to conduct a farm properly. Many 
leg ailments today are the result of 
malnutrition in horses’ younger days. I 
believe through rigid inspection of farms 
many of them will be eliminated. By 
curtailing the yearling market on foreign- 
bred stock and by eliminating the sale 
of old mares the problem of overproduc- 
tion will be greatly lessened.
